Tlie  genealogy  of  Edwin  Bisliop  Vail  euii  be  traced  luiek  to 
Revolutionary  ancestry. 

Edwin  Bishop  Vail  was  Imrii  in  Goshen,  Ct.,  Febriiaiy  11, 
ISOO,  and  married  in  Twinshur'j-,  Summit  ('oniity.  Ohio,  1824,  to 
Hannah  Post.  To  tliis  ntiion  two  dauu-htiM's  and  tive  sons  were 
born;  the  youuo'est,  Charles  Post,  was  born  in  Arliniitou,  Ohio. 
Edwin  P.ishop  Vail  trained  a  Imdy  nf  state  militia  in  the  villa;.'e 
of  Twiiisbury,  ai/tinp-  as  colonel,  and  was  always  known  and 
spoken  of  as  Colonel  Ed,  About  the  year  1>4G,  he  with  his  wife 
and  family  migrated  to  .Vriiiiirtun,  Ilancoek  County,  Oliio,  where 
the  family  resided  iu  county-  and  villaii'e  until  the  call  came  for 
volunteers  for  the  Civil  War.  Four  sons  responded  to  the  call. 
George  W.,  Alfred  K.,  Samuel  Bishop  and  Charles  P.  Vail,  the 
latter  being-  the  only  one  of  his  generation  living. 

They  were  in  Comiiany  A,  40th  Regiment,  0.  V.  T,,  serving 
under  Colonel  Gibson.     They  enlisted  at  Findlay,  Ohio. 

Cyru.s,  the  oldest  son,  was  rejected  on  account  of  physical 
disability.  This  did  not  deter  liim  from  serving  his  country  in 
the  capacity  of  recruiting  officer;  he  also  bought  and  sold  horses 
and  mules  for  tlie  Government.  Althouirh  he  could  not  take  up 
arms  in  active  service  his  mantle  of  jiatriotism  fell  on  his  grand 
sons.  Up  to  date  four  of  tliem  have  responded  to  their  country's 
call  in  the  war  against  Germany. 

The  sons  and  daughters  of  Edwin  Bishop  Vail,  as  a  family, 
were  noted  for  patriotism  and  broad  mindedness,  always  allying 
themselves  on  the  side  of  right,  believing  in  independent  thought 
and  free  speech.  Xo  high  honors  have  come  to  them  in  civil 
or  political  life,  but  they  did  their  part  in  the  betterment  of 
humanitv;  and  it  mav  be  stated  as  a  general  proposition — aird

I  assert  it  without  e^'otism,  hut  rather  with  pardonable  pride 
— that  wherever  the  Vail  name  is  found,  it  is  elosely  intenvoven 
with  moral,  intellectual,  material  and  social  growth,  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  commonwo;iIrli.
